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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 

described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived 
by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
O'Brien et al US 5521278 and Drysdale et al US 5236560. 

Both O'Brien et al and Drysdale et al teach a process for the purification of 
lactide by condensing the vaporous reaction mixture, removing lactic acid and 
water as an overhead fraction, removing a higher boiling bottom fraction and a 
recycling step. See, respectively, column 8 line 60 to column 9 line 1 8, and, 
column 4 lines 56-67 with column 5 lines 29-57. 

To use somewhat different but otherwise analogous process parameters in an 
otherwise well-known purification technique would have been obvious tone of 
ordinary skill in the art as the results, purified product, would not have been 
unexpected. 

Applicants' comments have been noted and considered but are not deemed 
persuasive of patentability. It is noted that the functional equivalent of the 
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recification column being mounted in relation to the depolymerisation reactor is 
taught by the cited prior art. See, for example column 2 step E of O'Brien et al 
where water and lactide are removed as vapor. Also note that condensation is 
equivalent to applicants' claimed liquification. Further, Steps C, O'Brien et al and 
(c ), applicants, correspond. That is, the vapor miture/vapor faction removed from 
the reactor is condensed. See, for example column 3 step C lines 18-23. In 
addition to the above recycling reaction components back to a reactor is an obvious 
expeditent well-known to a person of ordinary skill in the chemical arts. 
No claim is allowed.
